A.dispatch from St. Louis says: “Sev- 
eral reliable gentlemen reported at Mont- 
gomery, Ala; the following particulars 
as to the purpose and extent of the plot 
laid by the negroes at Sandy Ridge, 
Lowndes county. A negro who was 
mortally. wounded made some very start- 
ling revelations: He states that on Fri- 
day night last was the time appointed ‘to 
massacre the whites. Meetings were 
held by thelodges' to raise money to 
purchase ammunition to kill the whites 
if they attempted fo arrest the negroes. 
The principal negro engaged in the plet 
was Bob Robinson, who was president of 
the meeting. Bob spoke ‘very bitterly 
against the whites, and implored his 
fellow brothérs to rise up in arms against 
them. Neal Mangum. was also deeply 
implicated in the daring plot, and was 
secretary and treasurer of the lodge. 
They claim to have large societies 


throughout the United States, who have 


resolved to avenge their fallen ones ana 
protect their color in’ the future at all 
‘hazards. The negre claims that Lown- 
des, Greenshaw and Butler counties have 
the largest clubs, and fully competent to 
do their duty.

Under this heading the Bt. Luke's Her- 
ald for April contains an article by Rev. 
A. S. Lloyd, rector of that church, call- 
ing attention to a noble work which has 
been quietly and unostentationsly estab- 
lished in this city by Rev. J. McK. 
Brewington, pastor of. the Charlotte 
Street M. E; Tabernacle, an earnest and 
indefatigable minister and ` worker. 
The article is so interesting that no apol- 
ogy is needed for copying 1t asa whole: 

By permission of the. editors, I have 
inserted in this number of the Record 
the following statement from the Home, 
which has been established in Norfolk 
by the zeal and persistent labor of the 
Rev. Mr. Brewington : 


Abbot tfiree yearsago this man. mov-| 


ed by sympathy for his fellow men, had 
setupin his own bed-room s second 
bedstead which he kept for any oforte- 
nate who. had. been overeome by the 
drink babit. With his own. hand he 
ministered tothem, From his own pri- 
vate resources, however limited, he pro- 
vided for their necessity. Ofcourse the 
work grew, soon he had two rom, then 
a large ball with twelve beds;* then ‘s 
whole honse on Virginia street. “Now he 
has the house No. 203 Chapel street, 
syed up as comfortably as any man 
neëda. Any one whom misfortune has 
overtaken is welcome. It is not neces- 
sary to be a drunkard in order to partake 
of Mr. Brewington’s Christian hospitali- 
tv. Bnt no man is turned away. f A wel- 
come and a home hasbeen found there 
by many 4 one, who, withrut that man 
and that’ place, would have gone on 
down in the scale. Below is a summary 
in part,of what this man has done under’ 
four eyes while scarcely anyone knew 
or cared to ask him what he was doing 
Whole number-received‘into the Home 
for all causes, 105; number treated for 
liquor habit, 45; number reformed and 
known to be at work bere in Norfolk, 
30; number reformed and known to be 
at work elsewhere, 6; situations obtained 
for men by the management, 20. 

For this. work Mr. B. lias received from 
privatecontributions $179. The rest of 
the expense has been borne by himself 
—$165. The blessing which has follow- 
ed his work is in part seen in the first- 
class place he has now opened. Its suc- 
cess is partly evidenced by the faces of 
his fourteen inmates. *s 

His expenses now are $175 per month, 
which is virtually provided for, so that 
the home may be raid to bė on its feet. 

This work is the result of the personal 
sacrifice and labor of its manager. He 
has undergone voluntarily,for the sake 
of its establishment. what few men 
would do for any. He has built this 
place, without asking favor | of anybody, 
by his own labors. “It is a. work that 
which nothing can be more valuable to 
Norfolk and: her people; for it gives the 
man that is down a chance, and helps 
the man-who is unfortunate to stand on 
his feet. Atl Mr. B. asks of the Christian 
people in this community (and he did 
not ask it, for I am writing this without 
his knowledge) is their toral support. 
Back him up, you Christians in St. 
Luke's, with your prayers and sympathy. 
Go there and look at the place for your- 
selfpand know this man face to face, and 
you will rejoice in the work ‘so quietly 
and unostentatiously begun and which 
has‘grown so well and so strong.

sick or well, because either of such drugs 
isa well known remedy for some certain 
disease, would receive but little -honor 
from the fraternity and less practice,from 
the community. 

No one will controvert this statement; 


}yet we find manufacturers of baking - o 


powders claiming superior hygienic vir- 
tue for their productions and urging their 
continous use because they are alleged to
